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Introduction 


Origami transcends gender, culture and language. 

It demands no prior learning and no complex 
equipment; it can be done at any age, by anyone; 
models can be large or small, useful or ornamental. 
You can fold a bus ticket or a sheet of gold leaf, but 


the sole requirement of origami is that you enjoy it. 


| first began folding in an attempt to interest a class in 
Hiroshima, using the story of the paper crane (right). 
The resulting ‘Origami Club’ was incredibly fun and I've 
been folding paper ever since. For me, folding a pattern 
from memory relieves boredom on journeys and allows 
me to relax and consider problems. 

This book is the book | desperately needed in the 
Origami Club. Up front is a simple set of origami folds, 
illustrated with clear step-by-step diagrams, and three 
essential origami ‘bases’ that are the starting point for 
the project models in the rest of the book. The models 
are arranged according to theme; some are complex, 
requiring patience and practice, and some are suitable 
for total beginners. The difficulty rating, which ranges 
from one-star (for beginners) to five-stars (for advanced 
artists), will help you to pick a project suitable to your 
skill level. The bases and folding symbols are reproduced 
on a pull-out page at the back of the book so that you 
may refer to them while working. 

Remember, origami is a pleasure not a punishment— 
there are no Origami Police! Fold for fun, use fabulous 
papers, and don't be afraid to alter the designs in this 
book or invent your own origami models. 
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A SHORT HISTORY OF ORIGAMII 
Folding paper became widespread in Japan 
from the seventh century AD. At around the 
same time, the Moors brought paper folding 
to Spain. As Muslims, their designs could not 
be figurative or emblematic, so origami 
remained largely a practical craft until the 
fifteenth century, when cheaper mass- 
produced paper became available. In 1797, 
the first paper-folding book was published 
and the new art form was named Origami 
from oru (to fold) and kami (paper). In the 
1930s, Akira Yoshizawa developed a system 
of arrows and patterns still used today to 
describe design instructions. Yoshizawa is 
seen as the grand master of origami. He 
created thousands of models in a lifelike, 
engaging style until his death in 2005. You 
will find his famous origami instructions on 
page 14, and on the pull-out page at the 
back of this book. 


ORIGAMI TODAY 

In recent times, the origami paper crane 
(page 71) has become a symbol of peace 
and is folded millions of times across the 
world. Engineers have used origami to solve 
complex problems, therapists have used it 
to rehabilitate damaged muscles, and many 
others have used it to meditate, concentrate, 
decorate and entertain. In the future, 
origami will continue to evolve — and yet 

it will always stay rooted in tradition, a 
welcome link to the past.

Ten years after the nuclear bomb was 
dropped on Hiroshima on 6 August, 1945, 
Sadako Sasaki (aged 12) was diagnosed 
with leukemia, and was hospitalized. One 
day, her best friend Chizuko Hamamoto 
visited her in hospital, and showed her how 
to fold a paper crane. 'Anyone who folds 
1000 paper cranes will be granted a wish,’ 
she told her. Sadako began to fold. She 
folded using scraps of wrapping paper from 
other patients, paper brought by Chizuko 
from school and even medicine wrappings. 
When she died on 25 October, 1955, Sadako 
had folded 644 cranes. Her friends folded 
the remaining 356, which were buried with 
her. In 1958, a statue of Sadako holding a 
golden crane was unveiled in the Hiroshima 
Peace Memorial. She has since become a 
focus of the Peace movement, and 
hundreds of Senbarazu (groups of 1000 
cranes on strings) are sent from all over 

the world every day in her memory.

Paper types 


This specialist branch of 
origami is prevalent in 
every country where 
paper money is printed 
but it is especially popular 
in North America. This 
may be because the 
American dollar bill is of 
a unique height-width 
ratio, 3:7, and is one of 
the few widely available 
notes with a small 
enough denomination to 
fold with impunity. 

Another reason may 
be that the design of the 
dollar bill has not 
changed since 1963. 
Money-folding designs 
are created to make use 
of the words and pictures 
on the note, and this 
longevity means there 
are many more designs 
available.

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When origami began to be analysed in the early part of the last century, it came to lig 
that several designs began with an identical sequence of folds. These came to be 
known as 'bases' and were given names that usually reflected a design common to 
them. Thus, a kite base can be made into a kite, and so forth. One exception is the 


preiiminary base, so-called because it is a starting point Tor many different designs. 
A thorough grounding in the following three traditional bases will help you toward 
success in origami, and enabie you to attempt all of the projects in this book.

To make the majority of the projects in this book, vou will need to cut your paper to 


very specific sizes — often perfect squares, equilateral triangles and even hexagons.

Origami is a precise art, relying on accurate folding; but it is also an outlet for creativity. 
Below are some hints for successful folding. 


J Clean your hands! Paper picks up natural oils from your fingers. 
LI Fold on a surface to increase precision.
